I am pleased to comply with your request for an 
opinion relative to the above entitled matter, The 
facts may be briefly epitomized as follows: 

Squires, Bingham, Ltd, have from time to time sold 
arms and ammunition, This corporation does not have a 
license either from the American authorities or the 
Municipal Council to engage in the business of selling 
arms and ammunition, Squires, Bingham, Ltd, has from 
time to time reported to the Police the sale of pistols 
and the persons to whom such pistols are delivered, 

The Municipal Council, although it has power under Bye- 
law 35 to issue licenses to persons who sell firearms, 
other than those used solely for sporting purposes, does 
not issue such licenses to anyone whatsoever, The question 
for opinion is whether Messrs, Squires, Bingham, Ltd, is 
guilty of an offense under American law. 

Section 857 of the District of Columbia Code makes tt 
an offense to engage in or conduct the business of selling, 
bartering, hiring or lending weapons without having prev- 
iously obtained from the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia a special license mthorising the conduct ef such 
‘business by such person; It 4s doubtiul whether or not this

In the case of Roy2l vs. State of Virginia, 29 Law 
Ed., at page 735, tne Supreme Court of the United States 
hela that where an applicant for a license has complied 
with the necessary procedure and tendered the required 
tax, and the licensing authority has refused to issue the 
license, such applicant may, without ea license, pursue his 
business or profession, which is not unlawful in itself 
and which he has a constitutional right to prosecute. 

The sale of arms and ammunition under American lew; 
except to minors, is not in itself unlawful. 

It appears that it would be no vse for Messrs. Squires 
Bingham, Ltd. to epply for a license to the Municipal Council 
because same would not be granted, as the granting of licen- 
ses to sell arms is contrary to the Council's policy. 

The opinion is therefore given that Messrs. Seuires, 
Bingham, Ltd. are not guilty of an offense under American 
law. 

I have discussed this matter with Dr. Sellett, the 
United States District Attorney. Dr. Sellett has inter- 
viewed Mr. Squires. 1 am informed that Mr. Squires told 
Dr. Sellett that the Police agreed to be satisfied if he 
would report to them any sales of pistols. He contends that 
he has complied with this understanding. He further se8ys 
that he is willing to cooperate with the police in every 
possible way. Gn looking thro. gh the file, it would appear 
that Squires, Bingham, Ltd. ha always informed the police 
when pistols have beer sold, aithough the information may 
have been given tardily. The Unated States Dictrict Attorney 
feels that Mr. Squires is acting in good faith; that he is 
not in the business of gun-running, smuggling or selling 


arms and ammunition in large quantities.

On August Sth I received the att2zched letter from 
Messrs Squires Bingham Ltdesy notifying the Police of the 
sale of a Colt auto. vnistol which was formerly the 
property of the late Mr. Lyman. 

The purchase was made on July Sist by one Yao Zung 
residing at 51 Medhurst Road who called at this office 
this morning with the weapon and made application for a 
licence to carry same. 

Yao Zung 2 youth of barely 21 is a student at St. 
John's University. He already has a bowiysuaerd verimit for 
two Chinese attendants and in view of his age and the 
fact that he is still at school 1 do not think it advis=ble 
to grant him permission to carry himself. 


With regard to the sale of the pistol I beg to draw 


your attention to the fact that the Police were not 


notified of the transaction until after the sale had been

Last year we took an order an amerisan citizen of 
Shanghai for one Colt pistol to be iimported under a permit 
issued by the Chinese Govt. When it #was received and ready 
for delivery Mr Smith asked the vrolice for a permit to posess 
a dwe reported the sale to the C.I.D Mr Sharman. 
We discussed tne matter with him very fully and ne 
advised us that it would be satisfactory to tne rolice if 
we snou:d report eacn sale or importation of any sun for an 
individual and this we. have done in every case. 
fhe C.I.D file will no doubt contain cur letters 
regardigtg each sale in detail as to where the sun was 
obtained and to whom sold. the gun not being delivered 
before permit was obtained or the gun being placed in the 
care of the Police untii permit was issued. 
In this sale in question we were under the impression 
that army Officers were not required to obtain permits from 
the Police and so , as we were certain that the sule was for 
an Officer that we did not think it would be ne:ressary to 
report it, as done witn Civilians. 
We nave no intention or desire to evade any regulations 
and we were carefull to report each sale and all the business 
done, which is very small, has been done under direct supervision 
of the Police and under knowledge of the C.I.D Dept . 
Trusting that this will be satisfactory.

Between the 9th and 11th August, 1926, a Chinese : 
mamed Wong Han Tsong(! /*7—) approached Mr. J.W. Baldwin, 


proprietor of Messrs Squires, Bingham Coy, and asked for 
quotations for 50,000 and 100,CO0O empty Shotgun Cartridges 


(Type of same attached) for sending to Canton. The Chinese 
admitted he was making those enquiries for a native friend, 
who could quite easily get a Canton Huchow for importation of 
same. However, Mr. Baldwin did not entertain the subject 
owing to the difficulty in getting the Huchows necessary for 
shipment to Shanghai, and also the possibility which the cases 
when filled may be used for in Canton. 

Wong Han tsong( (FS ) @lias H.T. Wong is 
employed as a secretary in the United States Department of 
Commerce, 3 Canton Roads He is a native of Szechuen and his 


position with the U.S- Department of Commerce allows him to 
encourage Chinese, who make enquiries for goods, to buy those 


which are made in U.S.A. Wong admits that one evening about 


the beginning of August 1926 he had been asked by an old 
Szechuen friend named Wong Kwei Chi( eA 48) in the Oriental 
Hotel (Sincere Building), Nanking Road, if it was possible for 
him to obtain quotations for various quantities of Shotgun 


Cartridges. This friend had just come from Ssechuen, and had - 


bought medicine (possibly opium) there for Canton. He intended 
on his way to Canton to see if it was possible to open up & 


contract here for a Chinese dealer,in sports munitions.at his 
destinc cion who solid such cartridges to the Merchant Volunteer
